_A SOLDIER'S MESSAGE. FROM 


THE GRAYE.

‘Tha firstarticla in the current ixaua of 
Blackwood's Magazine, entitled Moral 
(Qualities in War, is not only a strikieg 
confesnion of » soldier's faith, bat also: the 
military testament of one who was among 
tho first to lay down: his life for bis country 
in (he present war, Tho article is unsigned, 
but it was written by Major C. va. L 
Yate, of the King’s Own Yorkshire Light 
Infantry, whose desth in. action was 
announced in the frac casualty list publish 
ed on. September 3. i

success in war can scarcely be overeatimat. |
